The  Reagan  announcement, 
read  from  the  podium  in  the  White 
House  press  briefing  room  after  a 
reporter’s  inquiry,  left  the  admi¬ 
nistration  in  the  unusual  position  of 
outlining  its  course  while  both 
sides  in  the  talks  in  Geneva  have 
proclaimed  a  hews  blackout. 

It  could  be  intended  to  help  per¬ 
suade  Western  Europe  that  the 
United  States  is  serious  about  the 
arms  talks  while  pushing  for  allied 
support  of  sanctions  against  the 
Soviet  Union  in  the  wake  of  the 
military  crackdown  in  Poland. 

Secretary  of  State  Alexander  M. 
Haig  Jr.  has  said  the  Geneva  talks 
are  in  a  special  category  and  should 
be  insulated  from  the  ups  and 
downs  of  the  U.S. -Soviet  rela¬ 
tionship.  Arms  talks  were  resumed 
Jan.  12. 


Argentina  taking  role 
in  El  Salvador  fighting 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Argenti¬ 
na’s  military  government  has  under¬ 
taken  a  “paramilitary”  role  in  Central 
America,  a  move  aimed  at  destabiliz¬ 
ing  Nicaragua’s  leftist  government 
and  cutting  off  supplies  to  rebels  in  El 
Salvador,  congressional  sources  said 
Thursday. 

One  source  said  Argehtina’s  role 
has  been  in  “coordination”  with  the 
United  States,  but  he  said  it  was  un¬ 
clear  how  much  encouragement  and 
support  the  Reagan  administration 
has  provided,  if  any. 

At  the  White  House,  spokesman 
David  R.  Gergen  refused  comment 
and  then  cautioned  reporters  against 
reading  a  confirmation  or  denial  into 
his  no  comment. 

Asked  if  the  United  States  would 
engage  in  Overt  or  covert  action,  or 
join  with  another  nation,  to  over¬ 
throw  a  government  now  in  place, 
Gergen  replied  that  “policy  state¬ 
ments”  have  been  made  on  the  issue  ' 
in  the  past  and  that  he  would  not  try 
to  repeat  them  “off  the  top  of  my 
head.” 

A  spokesman  at  the  Argentine 
Embassy  in  Washington  called  the  re¬ 
port  “completely  an  invention.”  State _ 
Department  spokesman  Alan  Rom¬ 


berg  refused  comment,  but  added 
that  lack  of  a  response  should  not  be 
read  as  “an  implicit  confirmation.” 

On  Tuesday,  Secretary  of  State 
Alexander  M.  Haig  Jr.  said  the  Un¬ 
ited  States,  in  cooperation  with  its 
Latin  American  allies,  would  do 
“whatever  is  necessary”  to  block  a 
victory  by  leftists  in  El  Salvador. 

In  Senate  testimony,  Haig  said  the 
administration  was  “considering  a 
whole  range  of  options  —  political, 
economic  and  security  —  in  response 
to  Cuban  intervention  in  this  hemis¬ 
phere.” 

This  week,  the  State  Department 
also  stepped  up  its  verbal  attack 


against  leftist  Nicaragua,  denouncing 
it  as  “a  base  for  the  export  of  subver¬ 
sion  and  armed  intervention  through¬ 
out  Central  America.” 

State  Department  sources  have 
long  said  the  use  of  a  third-party 
military  force  was  one  possible 
alternative  to  sending  U.S.  combat 
troops  to  Central  America,  a  step 
President  Reagan  has  repeatedly  said 
he  does  not  intend  to  take. 

The  sources,  however,  said  the  in¬ 
tervention  of  other  countries  in  the 
political  turmoil  of  Central  America 
could  draw  in  other  nations  and  end 
up  spreading  the  conflict  throughout 
Latin  America. 


One  informed  source  said  the  Ar¬ 
gentinians  have  a  military  training 
mission  in  El  Salvador,  totaling  about 
50  men.  However,  El  Salvador’s 
ambassador  to  the  United  States, 
Ernesto  Rivas  Gallont,  denied  the 
presence  of  any  Argentinian  military 
trainers. 

Congressional  sources  said  Argen¬ 
tina^  role  in  Nicaragua  and  El  Salva¬ 
dor  dates  to  before  the  current  U.S. 
policy  review. 

One  source  said  that  since  Novem¬ 
ber,  Argentinian  military  officers 
have  been  involved  in  training  about 
1,000  Nicaraguans  fighting  for  the 
overthrow  of  the  leftist  Sandinista 
government.

Secret  tapings 
rf  JFK  revealed

MARION,  Ill.  (AP)  —  Joseph  Paul  Franklin,  a  white 
racist  convicted  of  murdering  two  black  joggers  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  was  stabbed  about  15  times  in  his  cell  block  by 
one  or  more  inmates  at  the  Marion  federal  prison,  the  FBI 
said  Thursday. 

Robert  Davenport,  special  agent  for  the  FBI  in  Spring- 
field,  said  Franklin,  31,  Mobile,  Ala.,  was  stabbed  in  the 
neck  and  abdomen  with  a  homemade  knife  Wednesday 
night,  three  days  after  he  arrived  at  the  maximum- 
security  prison. 

He  was  transferred  to  Marion  from  the  U.S.  Medical 
Center  for  Federal  Prisoners  at  Springfield,  Mo. 

Franklin  was  treated  at  the  Marion  prison  and  taken  to  a 
hospital  where  he  was  in  stable  condition  Thursday  and 
under  guard  by  three  correctional  officers,  said  Dean 
Leech,  a  prison  spokesman. 

“We  really  don’t  know  if  it  (the  stabbing)  was  racially 
motivated  or  not,”  Davenport  said. 

It’s  possible  that  more  than  one  inmate  was  involved  in 
the  attack,  he  said,  but  he  would  not  identify  the  inmates 
or  give  their  races. 

The  weapon  used  was  similar  to  an  ice  pick,  Davenport 
said.  It  was  found  near  the  unlocked  cell  where  Franklin 
was  assaulted,  he  said. 

Officials  were  alerted  to  the  attack  about  6:25  p.m.  “He 
was  able  to  walk  back  to  a  correctional  officer,  of  course 
(he  was)  bleeding,  and  obviously  he  had  been  attacked,” 
Davenport  said. 

Franklin  was  convicted  in  September  of  first-degree 
murder  for  the  August  1980  sniper  slayings  of  two  black 
men  who  were  gunned  down  as  they  jogged  with  white 
women  in  a  Salt  Lake  City  park.  He  was  sentencd  to  two

“Knowing  my  brother  as  I  did,  I  am 
confident  that  after  transcripts  of  the 
recordings  are  prepared  and  re¬ 
leased,  Americans  will  continue  to  be 
proud  of  the  presidency  of  John  Ken¬ 
nedy.” 

Dan  Fenn  Jr.,  director  of  the  JFK 
Library,  said  transcripts  will  not  be 
released  until  summer,  and  he  esti¬ 
mated  that  two-thirds  of  the  material 
will  never  be  made  public  for  reasons 
of  national  security.  He  said  he  did 
not  expect  the  tapes  to  reveal  any 
great  secrets.  “We  all  have  the  notion 
that  there  must  be  something  big,  a 
bombshell,”  Fenn  said.  “But  I  don’t 
think  that  will  prove  out.  It  won’t 
shift  the  Earth  off  its  axis.” 

Fenn  said  the  people  being  taped 
apparently  were  unaware  of  the  re¬ 
cording  system.  “I  have  no  reason  to 
think  they  knew  they  were  being 
taped,”  he  said. 


I-grade 
may  be

Because  of  abuses,  the  time  for  students 
to  complete  an  incomplete  grade  may  be 
reduced  from  one  year  to  six  months. 
That’s  the  recommendation  the  Students 
Concerns  Committee  submitted  to  BYU 
administration. 

A  report  on  the  incomplete  grade  was 
presented  to  the  Faculty  Advisory  Council 
and  is  under  consideration  by  the  academic 
vice  president’s  and  president’s  offices. 

The  report  said  there  have  been  many 
abuses  with  the  12,000 1’s  given  each  year. 
The  report,  using  figures  from  the  office  of 
Erland  Peterson,  assistant  dean  of  admis¬ 
sions  and  records,  said  almost  45  percent — 
5,400  —  of  students  who  receive  incom- 
pletes  do  not  finish  the  required  work  with¬ 
in  a  year’s  time.  Of  these,  21  percent  — 
1,121  —  ask  for  an  extension  of  time  to 
complete  the  work. 

“Most  students  didn’t  do  any  work  on 
their  I’s  until  the  month  before  the  end  of 
their  allotted  year,”  said  Keith  W.  Perkins, 
a  member  of  BYU’s  church  history  depart¬ 
ment  and  chairman  of  the  Students  Con¬ 
cern  Committee,  “With  the  time  to  com-

plete  an  I  grade  reduced  to  six  months,  the 
shorter  time  will  entice  students  to  get 
busier  quicker.  Studies  show  they  don’t  use 
the  extra  time  anyway.” 

To  help  eliminate  problems  with  the  I 
grade,  the  report  recommends  a  contrac- 
,tual:agreement  form  be  used  between  the 
student  and  faculty  member. 

The  committee  also  considered  abo¬ 
lishing  the  grade  of  UW,  unofficial  with¬ 
draw!,  and  exclusively  using  the  failing 
grade  of  E,  but  decided  the  UW  tells 
prospective  employers  something  about 
the  student  the  E  grade  does  not. 

“It  was  the  opinion  of  a  number  of  people 
that  when  an  individual  does  not  complete  a 
class  it  may  be  an  indication  to  some  em¬ 
ployers  that  they  gave  up,  they  did  not 
endure  to  the  end,”  Perkins  said.  “It  may 
also  show  employers  they  were  willing  to 
try  and  either  were  not  able  to  do  the  work 
or  took  the  easy  way  out  and  chose  not  to. 
Employers  may  sense  a  lack  of  dependabil¬ 
ity  in  the  student  they  are  looking  at.” 

In  exceptional  cases,  provision  will  be 
given  to  extend  the  completion  date  an 
additional  six  months  by  applying  to  the 
Records  Office.

Haws  vetos 
new  election 
spending  rule

A  veto  Thursday  by  ASBYU  President-  Kasey  Haws 
reversed  new  restrictive  spending  bylaws  governing 
ASBYU  election  expenditures. 

If  the  veto  is  not  overridden  in  Tuesday’s  executive 
council  meeting,  election  bylaws  will  allow  candidates  to 
spend  as  they  have  in  years  past. 

Haws  said  that  last  year  it  was  possible  to  spend  a 
“modest”  amount  of  money  and  still  campaign  adequately. 
But  this  year,  new  bylaws  regarding  campaign  spending 
are  more  strict  in  determining  what  qualifies  as  a  reusable 
or  borrowed  item,  he  said. 

Tuesday  the  ASBYU  Executive  Council  voted  to  defeat 
an  elections-committee  proposal  that  would  allow  vice 
presidential  candidates  to  spend  $250  on  their  campaign 
and  presidential  teams  to  spend  $400.  The  maximum 
budget  now  remains  the  same  at  $200  and  $250,  respec¬ 
tively. 

Because  the  proposal  did  not  pass,  Haws  said  he  be¬ 
lieved  he  should  veto  the  revisions  that  prompted  the 
proposal. 

The  revisions  restricted  campaign  spending  on  reusable 
items  (such  as  paint  brushes  and  rope)  and  made  it  difficult 
to  claim  an  item  was  borrowed  for  campaign  use. 

If  the  proposal  had  been  passed,  it  would  have  compen¬ 
sated  for  the  strict  revisions  by  allowing  students  to  spend 
more  money,  Haws  said. 

In  the  past  students  have  spent  much  more  than  their 
actual  budgets  allowed  by  purchasing  reusable  items  they 
didn’t  have  to  figure  in  the  budget  and  by  borrowing  items 
friends  had  bought,  said  Larry  Friis,  elections  committee 
chairman. 

Haws’  veto  does  not  mean  the  maximum  budgets  have 
been  changed  to  $250  and  $400,  Haws  said.  The  veto 
means  the  financial  expenditures  for  elections  will  be 
handled  “the  same  way  they  were  last  year  and  the  year 
before  that  and  the  year  before  that,”  Haws  said. 

Last  year  a  paint  brush  or  rope  did  not  have  to  be 
declared  as  a  campaign  expense,  because  it  could  be  used 
after  the  campaign  was  over,  Haws  said.  With  the  new 
bylaws,  he  said,  such  items  must  be  counted  at  cost  as  a 
campaign  expense. 

Haws  said,  “I  think  it’s  fair.  I’m  aware  of  the  dangers  of 
letting  people  spend  as  much  as  they  want.  I’m  just  con¬ 
cerned  candidates  won’t  be  able  to  campaign  properly.” 

Don  Bigger,  ASBYU  executive  vice  president,  said, 
“My  feeling  is  that  an  overwhelming  majority  of  the  coun¬ 
cil  plans  to  override  Kasey’s  veto  at  Tuesday  night’s  ex¬ 
ecutive  council  meeting.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Opening  a 
season  of  battles  over  social  issues, 
the  Senate  approved  58  to  38  on 
Thursday  the  toughest  anti-busing 
legislation  ever  cleared  by  either 
house  of  Congress. 

“Long-distance  busing  is  a  leech  on 
the  educational  system  of  this  coun¬ 
try,”  said  Sen.  Bennett  Johnston,  D- 
La. ,  the  principal  supporter  of  the 
proposal. 

The  legislation,  an  amendment  to 
an  overall  spending  authorization  bill 
for  the  Justice  Department,  would 
prohibit  federal  judges  handling  de¬ 
segregation  cases  from  ordering  bus¬ 
ing  for  students  who  live  more  than 
five  miles  or  15  minutes  from  their 
schools. 

“It  is  a  pernicious  precedent,”  said 
Sen.  Carl  Levin,  D-Mich.,  who  voted 
against  the  measure.  “The  courts  are 
going  to  be  hobbled  by  this  kind  of 
approach.” 

Further  action  on  the  overall  bill 


was  not  expected  until  next  week. 

Levin  said  if  judges  are  restricted 
on  how  they  enforce  minority  rights, 
there  is  nothing  to  prevent  Congress 
from  intruding  on  other  constitutional 
rights  like  free  speech. 

Senate  conservatives  have  been 
pushing  proposals  to  strip  federal 
judges  of  authority  to  rule  in  busing, 
school  prayer  and  abortion  cases. 

A  companion  anti-busing  amend¬ 
ment  also  approved  and  sponsored  by 
Sen.  Jesse  Helms,  R-N.C.,  would  bar 
Justice  Department  lawyers  from 
seeking  busing  orders  in  federal 
courts. 

Opponents,  led  by  Sen.  Lowell 
Weicker,  R-Conn.,  condemned  the 
amendment  as  an  unconstitutional  in¬ 
trusion  into  the  ability  of  federal 
judges  to  protect  individual  rights. 

Weicker  conceded  that  busing  is 
unpopular,  but  said  the  Senate  was 
buckling  to  unwise  public  pressure  to 
enact  unconstitutional  legislation.

VATICAN  CITY  —  Pope  John 
Paul  II  held  “extremely  delicate” 
talks  Thursday  with  leaders  of  Po¬ 
land’s  Roman  Catholic  church  in  an 
effort  to  agree  on  church  policy  to¬ 
ward  the  martial  law  crackdown, 
informed  sources  said. 

Vatican  officials  said  the  Polish- 
born  pontiff  received  the  Polish 
primate,  Archbishop  Jozef  Glemp, 
and  two  other  visiting  Polish  pre¬ 
lates,  shortly  after  their  arrival 
from  Warsaw.  Discussions  con¬ 
tinued  over  lunch  at  the  pontiffs 
private  apartment. 

“The  talks  are  extremely  deli¬ 
cate.  There  is  no  lack  of  matters  to 
be  discussed  said  a  member  of 
the  Polish  delegation  who  re¬ 
quested  anonymity. 

States  to  be  losers? 

WASHINGTON  —  Budget 
Director  David  Stockman  con¬ 
ceded  Thursday  that  some  states 
may  come  out  losers  once  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan’s  “new  federalism”  is 
in  place. 

As  he  carried  the  Reagan  plan  to 
Congress  for  the  first  time,  Stock- 
man  also  ran  into  criticism  over  the 


administration’s  economics  and  his 
own  credibility. 

Sen.  John  Glenn,  D-Ohio,  ac¬ 
cused  Stockman  of  deliberately 
misleading  Congress  last  year  and 
questioned  if  he  is  now  giving  reli¬ 
able  figures. 

“Trust  is  the  most  important  ele¬ 
ment  in  government,”  Glenn  said. 
“Mr.  Stockman,  we  trusted  you 
last  year.  The  public  trusted  you. 
And  we  were  deceived,  deliberate¬ 
ly  deceived.” 

EPA  to  get  slashed 

WASHINGTON  —  President 
Reagan’s  1983  budget  will  slash 
spending  at  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  by  almost  a 
third  from  what  it  was  in  1981 
levels  and  will  strip  away  the  “safe¬ 
ty  net”  that  protects  Americans 
from  polluted  air  and  contaminated 
water,  a  conservation  group  said 
Thursday. 

The  administration  will  propose 
spending  $961  million  for  the  EPA 
in  its  1983  budget  and  a  personnel 
level  of 8,645,  the  National  Wildlife 
Federation  said.  That  would  be  a 
29  percent  drop  from  the  $1.35  bil¬ 
lion  1981  budget  and  a  loss  of  2,762 
employees.

An  estimated  175  to 
200  Geneva  employees 
will  be  laid  off  beginning 
with  Sunday’s  schedule, 
said  Don  Young,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  local  union  of 
United  Steelworkers  of 
America. 


This  will  bring  the  tot¬ 
al  number  of  unem¬ 
ployed  workers  at  U.S. 
Steel’s  Geneva  Works  to 
about  1,000,  one-fifth  of 
the  factory’s  5,000 
workers,  Young  said.

The  other  800  work¬ 
ers  who  were  laid  off  are 
getting  pretty  hungry, 
Young  said.  They  are 
having  to  make  house 
payments  their  unem¬ 
ployment  checks  cannot 
handle.  . 


Y's  Durham 
on  state  court 

Former  BYU  law  school  adjunct  professor 
Christine  Durham  was  sworn  in  Wednesday  as  the 
first  woman  justice  on  the  Utah  Supreme  Court. 

Durham,  36,  served  three  years  as  judge  in  the 
3rd  District  Court  in  Utah  following  her  stay  at 
BYU,  said  BYU  law  school  Dean  Carl  S.  Hawkins. 
She  has  been  appointed  by  Gov.  Scott  Matheson  to 
fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  death  of  Chief  Jus¬ 
tice  Richard  Maughn. 

Durham  was  appointed  last  summer,  but  a  legal 
battle  between  Matheson  and  the  state  Senate  as  to 
who  had  the  power  to  appoint  justices  had  to  be 
resolved,  Hawkins  said. 

“The  Legislature  was  concerned  with  estab¬ 
lishing  a  principle,”  Hawkins  said.  “They  passed  a 
bill  making  it  necessary  for  the  Legislature  to  con¬ 
firm  all  appointments  made  by  the  govemer.” 

Matheson  has  appointed  all  five  justices  to  the 
Utah  Supreme  Court. 

Education 
supports 
may  cease 

Editor’s  note:  This  is  the  fourth  in  a  series  on  the  effects  of 
New  Federalism  as  proposed  by  President  Rpagan  in  his  State 
of  the  Union  message  last  week. 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Educators  are  fond  of 
citing  the  original  Northwest  Ordinance  of  the 
1780s,  which  set  aside  one-thirty-sixth  of  that  vast 
stretch  of  land  for  educational  purposes,  as  the 
start  of  the  federal  commitment  to  education  in  the 
United  States. 

But  the  Constitution  does  not  mention  the  word 
“education,”  and  the  history  of  the  federal  commit¬ 
ment  has  been  marked  by  fits  and  starts,  ebbs  and 
flows.  President  Reagan’s  “new  federalism”  prop¬ 
osals  would  be  only  the  latest  turn. 

If  Reagan  succeeds  in  his  new-federalism,  plan, 
announced  last  week,  to  turn  control  of  more  than 
40  federal  programs  over  to  the  states,  the  federal 
government  would  jettison  responsibility  for  most 
education  and  training  for  its  citizens. 

The  Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act 
and  its  legacy  of  direct  federal  involvement  in  job 
programs  for  the  poor  would  vanish. 

Shift  to  states 

Moreover,  Reagan  would  shift  to  the  states  vir¬ 
tually  all  education  programs,  except  compensa¬ 
tory  education  for  the  poor  and  the  handicapped, 
the  Work  Incentive  Program,  vocational  rehabi¬ 
litation,  and  vocational  and  adult  education. 

The  federal  government  still  would  provide  loans 
and  grants,  to  college  students,  although  Reagan  is 
seeking  to  cut  them. 

The  Carter  and  Reagan  administrations  already 
have  taken  deep  whacks  at  CETA,  particularly  its 
full-time  public-service  jobs.  Labor  Secretary 
Raymond  Donovan  says  CETA  failed  to  train  the 
poor  for  productive  jobs  in  private  business,  de¬ 
spite  a  federal  investment  of  $53  billion  over  the 
past  seven  years. 

AFL-CIO  President  Lane  Kirkland  has  de¬ 
nounced  the  proposed  transfer  of  job-training  re¬ 
sponsibilities. 

Only  about  8  percent 

The  federal  government  pays  only  about  8  per¬ 
cent  of  the  nation’s  total  school  bills,  but  it  shoul¬ 
ders  a  larger  share  in  the  major  cities,  where  public 
schools  are  filled  with  poor  children. 

When  Reagan  took  office,  the  Department  of 
Education  was  spending  nearly  $15  billion.  It  has 
since  been  cut  to  $12.9  billion  and  reportedly  is 
targeted  for  only  $10.6  billion  for  fiscal  1983. 
Reagan  wants  the  department  abolished. 

On  the  campaign  trail  in  1980,  Reagan  blamed 
federal  intervention  for  what  he  —  and  many 
education  critics  —  viewed  as  a  deterioration  of 
standards  in  the  schools. 

Willard  McGuire,  president  of  the  1.7  million- 
member  National  Education  Association,  says 
Reagan’s  plan  is  “a  blueprint  for  disaster.” 

All  federal  school  aid 

Reagan  sought  cuts  of  more  than  one-third  in 
virtually  all  federal  school  aid  last  year.  He  left  both 
the  $1  billion  handicapped  aid  and  the  $2.9  billion 
Title  I  program  of  compensatory  education  for 
needy  children  out  of  his  new-federalism  package. 
Congress  last  year  cut  only  $200  million  from  Title 
I. 

Many  of  the  federal  school  programs  were  cre¬ 
ated  to  meet  special  needs  Congress  felt  states  and 
local  school  districts  were  neglecting. 

In  1975,  when  Congress  passed  a  law  guaran¬ 
teeing  all  handicapped  children  a  “free,  appropriate 
public  education,”  it  promised  to  pay  40  percent  of ; 
the  extra  costs  of  educating  them  by  1982.  But  the 
federal  share  has  never  risen  past  12  percent.  i 

Congress  converted  33  smaller  programs,  includ¬ 
ing  desegregation  aid,  ethnic  studies,  arts  educa-  j 
tion  and  others,  into  block  grants  last  year  after  it 
cut  them  by  25  percent  to  $470  million.  Those  block  I 
grants  would  disappear  under  the  new  federalism. 

The  Reagan  administration  already  has  trimmed 
funds  for  vocational  education,  which  Congress 
first  endorsed  in  1917,  to  $653  million  from  a  peak  of 
$784  million  in  Carter’s  final  year.

Former  BYU  student 
Neil  Millman  plans  to 
hitchhike  around  the 
world  starting 
Saturday. 

Millman,  30,  Carson 
City,  Nev.,  has  spent 
the  last  six  months  pre¬ 
paring  for  his  lifelong 
ambition  of  hitchhiking 
completely  around  the 
world.  “I  almost  did  it 
before  my  mission,  but 
now  I  have  enough  time 
and  enough  money  to  do 
it,”  he  said. 

Millman  attended 
BYU  for  three  years 
and  later  graduated 
from  the  University  of 
Utah  with  a  bachelor’s 
degree  in  geography. 
He  said  his  education 
has  helped  him  to  under¬ 
stand  the  various  cul¬ 
tures  and  to  keep  his 
bearings  straight  while 
traveling. 

Millman  said  he  has 
already  hitchhiked 
through  49  states  and  16 
countries.  “I  figure  I’ve 
hitchhiked  more  than 
100,000  miles,  and  going 
around  the  world  should 
add  another  25,000  to  to 
that  number,”  he  said. 

The  first  time  he 
hitchhiked  around  the 
United  States,  he  co¬ 
vered  4,000  miles  in  four 
days,  he  said. 

When  Millman 
reaches  the  East  Coast, 
he  plans  to  catch  a  ride 
to  Europe  aboard  a 
corporate  jet.  “It’s  quite 
feasible  if  you  know  how 
to  do  it,”  he  said,  “but 


sometimes  you  have  to 
wait  a  while.” 

As  for  his  trip  around 
the  world,  Millman  said 
his  parents  are  taking  it 
pretty  much  in  stride. 
“With  all  the  traveling 
and  hitchhiking  I’ve 
done,”  he  said,  “this  trip 
won’t  really  be  anything 
new.” 

Millman  said  he 
admits  hitchhiking  can 
sometimes  be  danger¬ 


ous.  His  backpack  was 
once  stolen  and  he  has 
been  pickpocketed,  but 
this  time  he  is  not  taking 
any  chances.  Millman  is 
taking  every  precaution 
he  can,  he  said.  “I  have  a 
money  belt,  and  I’m 
going  to  use  travelers 
checks.” 

His  initial  destination 
is  South  Africa,  where 
he  hopes  to  work  for  a 
few  months  before  going 


on  to  Asia.  “I  figure  I 
can  get  through  Asia  by 
trucks,  motor  traffic  and 
maybe  by  train  if  I  have 
to,”  said  Millman. 

He  said  he  won’t  wor¬ 
ry  if  it  takes  very  long 
for  him  to  get  picked  up. 
“Once  I  had  to  wait  five 
days  for  a  ride  in  Alaska, 
but  the  average  wait  is 
usually  only  an  hour,”  he
